First they used blank cartridges and 


Fotir 
shots w.ere fired by young Petersen, but 
the fifth refused to explode. Sorensen 
moved up close and got his face within 
two feet of the gun, which Petersen was 
snapping. Suddenly it 
exploded 
and 


the ball struck Sorengen in the mouth. 
It tore away a portion of his upper lip. 
tore out all of the upper teeth, the up- 
per jaw 
bone, split tho roof 
of 
his 


mouth, nose and came out of the left 
cheek ncar^the eye. 


After the accident the 
injured boy 


ran at least two rods and fell upon his 
face. The Petersen boy was wild with 
excitement and alarm over the fearfiv 
accident. He assisted his unconscious 
companion as best he could, and he, too 
fainted. Others came and the injured 
boy was removed to the St. Mary's hos- 
pital. Dr. John Meaehem was' summon- 
ed and dressed the wounds. He took 
many stitches in the ragged cuts, re- 
moved the teeth nnd otherwise made the 
lad as comfortable as possible. The 
doctor states that it is a dangerous ac- 
cident, but that the patient is resting 
comfortably, and unless other complica- 
tions set in he will recover.

Oc- 
casionally it commands high figures on 
the stock exchange. 


Talk is divided into bon mots, speech- 


es, lines,, harangues, repartee and ser- 
mons, lion mots are first written out la- 
boriously by forgotten geniuses, to be 
used afterwards by original wits. Speech- 
es are after dinner, stump and impromp- 
tu. 
After-dinner speeches, always de- 


livered to full 
stomachs 
and

Lines of talk are used by green goods

Repartee is what we 
give in answer to others. 


Talk is extensively used by statesmen

Govern- 
ment by taxes of the people, for oppress- 
ing the people, could not get along with- 
out it. 


With women talk is perreninl, diur- 


nal, constant, unintermittent and incur- 
able.

Talk is heavy and light,

and 


sharp, large and small, thin and thick, 
cold and hot, bitter nnd sweet, glib and 
gracious.

A Four Logged Bird. 


The crested hoazin of British Gnl- 


ona, the. only survivor of a raco of birds 
which are known as fossils.- is described 
in Tho Popular Science Xevs. The 
hoozin inhabits the most secluded for- 
ests of South America, and its survival 
beyond its congeners is doubtless owing 
to its retiring habits and tho fact that 
It feeds on wild arum, leaves, .which 
gives its flesh a most offensive flavor, 
rendering it unfit for food. 


Tho chief peculiarity of the hoazin 


consists in the fact that Tvhen it is 
hatched it possesses four well developed 
legs. • Tho young birds leave the nest 
and climb about liie monkeys over the 
adjoining limbs and look more like tree 
toade than birds. 


Th*e modification of the fore limbs be- 


gins at once after hatching; the claws 
of tho digits fall off ; the whole olavrlike 
hand begins to flatten and becomes 
wing shape, Feathers soon appear, and 
before full growth is reached not a vos- 
tige remains of its original character. 


Professor F. A. Lucas says of the 


hoaain, "Xli'j adult birds not only 
have no claws upon their wings, bet 
their thumbs even are so poorly devel- 
oped that ono would hardly suspect that 
in the nestlings wo havo the nearest ap- 
proach to a qnadruped fonnd among ex- 
isting birds. ' ' 


One curious feature noticed with a 


nestling which had been upset in the 
river was its power of rapid swimming 
and diving when pursued. Owing to 
this power tho little creature managed 
to evade all efforts to secure it 
The 


prolonged immersion which a nestling 
•will undergo, instinctively and volun- 
tarily, or which an adult Irird will en- 
dnre in. an attempt to drown it seems 
quite remaikiible.

Ho knows 
that he will raise a larger number of 
bogs than be otherwise could do. He 
knows that if he milks Ills cows and 
his neighbor does not milk his tba 
neighbor will have just so much less 
money. Tbe banker and money lender 
knows this as well, and in every dairy 
section of the country times are al- 
ways better than in othv sections. 
Honey is easier to got, land values are 
higher, the people are in general moro 
prosperous, and agricultural conditions 
are better. 


This is one of the reasons why Iowa 


and the states Immediately surround- 
ing her are the wealthiest agricultural 
states of tlie Union. Tbe farm where 
dairying Is carried on, the county, the 
state or the section where butter and 
cheese are made is the most certainly 
successful and prosperous part of the 
country. 


We have many crops, many products 


of the farm, but corn is king in Amer- 
ica and the dairy cow Is queen, and 
we are all their subjects, whether we 
will or no.

A Tour Keened Bird. 


The crested hoazin of British Gni- 


ana, the only survivor of a race of birds 
•Which are known as fossils, is described 
m The Popular Science News. The 
hoazin Inhabits the most secluded for- 
ests of Sonth America, an<2 its survival 
beyond its congeners is doubtless owing 
to its retiring habits and the fact that 
it feeds on wild arum leaves, .which 
gives its flesh a most offensive flavor 
rendering it unfit for food.

The chief peculiarity of the hoazin 


consists in the fact that when it is 
hatched it possesses four well developed 
legs.. The yonng birds leave the nest 
and climb about like monkeys over the 
adjoining limbs aad look more like tree 
toacte than birds. 


The modification of the fore limbs be- 


gins at once after hatching; the clawa 
of the digits fail off; the whole clawlike 
hand begins to flatten and becomes 
wing shape. Feathers soon apjiear( and 
before full growth is reached not a ves- 
tige remains of its original character 


Professor F. A. Lucas says of the 


noazin, "This adult birds not only 
have no claws upon their wings, but 
their thumbs even are so poorly devel- 
oped that one would, hardly suspect that 
in the nestlings we have the nearest ap- 
proach to a, quadruped found amonir ex- 
isting birds." 


One curious feature noticed with a 


nestling which had been upset in the 
river was its power of rapid swimming 
and diving when pursued. 
Owing to 


tiiis power the little creature managed 
to evade all efforts to secure it. The 
prolonged immersion which a nestling 
•will undergo, instinctively and volun- 
tarily, or -which an, adult bird will en- 
dure in an attempt to drown it seems 
quite remarkable. 


French Bookbinders. 


French orafismen of today, as far as 


binding is concerned, fall naturally in- 
to two classes, those who still repeat 
and adopt old models, and those who 
are bent upon seeking some new thing. 
The first consider that tie right tradi- 
tions of ornament have been given once 
and for all and need only be followed 
•with ever increasing skill and technical' 
perfection. The second feel that new 
departures are necessary if the art is to 
respond to modem needs. The conserva- 
tives restrict their ornaments to the 
strictly traditional. Admitting no fur- 
ther novelty than that which consists in 
fresh adaptationsyof the same "tools," 
the reformers will sooner get out of the 
lines hitherto recognized as legitimate 
than continue to work in the well 
•worn grooves. It is the old opposition 
between "les classiques" and "les 
-iennee," often recurrent in the literary 
history of Praace, and permeating, as it 
•would seem, the -whole artistic life of 
the country in a way that has no parallel 
here.

Money is easier to get, land values are 
higher, the people are In general mor» 
prosperous, ana agricultural conditions 
are better. 


This is one of the reasons why Iowa 


and tie states immediately surround- 
ing her are the wealthiest agricultural 
states of the Union. The farm where 
dairying Is carried on, the county, the 
state or the section where butter and 
cheese are made is the most certainly 
successful and prosperous part of the 
country.

ica and the dairy cow is queen, and 
we are all their subjects, whether we 
will or no.

The Big Fire.—The fire which destroy- 


ed the Goodrich freight house broke out 
at 10 o'clock on the night of Mhy 5, 
1882, Friday. Before it was checked 
forty-four 
buildings were lost, with 


10,000,000 feet of lumber, involving a 
loss of $1,000,000, with 
insurance of 


$250,009. 


Tug Wetzel -Disaster.—The tug 
Ru- 


dolph Wetzcl blew up nnd was lost with 
her* crew of three men, viz., Captain 
Frank Lovell, Engineer William Kenney 
and Fireman Thomas White, 
off Oak 


Creek, on Lake Michigan, on the morn- 
ing of October 28, 1882. The Wctzel 
started out of the harbor after a tow 
which proved to be the schooner Eveline 
of Chicago. The tug Henry Sill, -Cap- 
tain Clinton Putnam,' started after the 
Wctzel, rivalry being- bitter at that 
time. The boats raced to a point off 
Oak' Creek when suddenly the Wetzel 
exploded 
her boilers and went down. 


Not one of the crew was over found.

early today.in "the kitchen of the Amer- 
ican, cafe in the Jerusalem concession 
at the world's fair grounds 
anj. 
for 


more than an Jiour threatened Festival 
hall, the west pavilion and the1 whole 
Jerusalem %xhibit. After 
considerable, 


excitement 
among Turks, Arabs and 


other Oriental peoples who were asleep 
when, the fire broke out, it was gotten 
under 
control. 
Ilia 
American 
cafe 


which is in two wings and elaborately 
furnished, was gutted in both wings. 
The loss is estimated at $18,000. 


Upon Chief Christy's arrival with the 


first company the fire'had a very dan- 
gerous aspect. Not 200 feet away was 
the 
magnificent machinery hall. 
It 


looked as though it migh't also burn. Al- 
though the entire iire fighting force of 
the fair was on the 
scene 
the 
chief 


deemed it advisable to turn in a second 
alarm, bringing the city department to 
the scene. The fire was limited to the 
one str.ucture, in which it started. The 
wildest excitement prevailed 
nil 
over 


the Jerusalem enclosure by the time the 
firemen arrived. The sounds of the shots 
fired by the watchmen awakened the 
700 persons who occupied the various 
buildings of the exhibit. Without wait- 
ing for clothes many jumped from the 
windows or rushed into the streets, half 
clad. Others thought of their posses- 
sions and packed their trunks, only to 
throw them from the 
windows when 


they had them strapped fearing they 
would be unable to convey them safely 
downstairs. 


The trunks broke, scattering articles 


on all sides. After them came the in- 
jured owners, but none serious. Jeurs, 
manager of the restaurant, nnd his son, 
Norman Jeurs, were compelled to leap 
from the second story windows of the 
building to save themselves. They were 
first awakened by the shots fired by the 
watchmen.

IN SEVERAL PLACES 


Six Houses Softer More or Less 


Damage Daring Severe 


Storm. 


Heavy Downpour of Rain for an'Hour 


and a Half—Motors of Two 


Electric Cars Burned 


Out. 


An eleotrical storm of unusual sever- 


ity swept Haeine and vicinity between 
11 and 12 o'clock Sunday night. An 
hour previous to the breaking of the 
elements it looked threatening in the 
west. Large black 
clouds 
appeared; 


there was flashing of lightning, heavy 
peals of thunder and soon, a downpour 
of rain; then it broke with all its fury, 
terrific wind accompanying. 


Streets became small rivers, the sew- 


ers refusing to carry off the water, cel- 
lars in many house filled nnd the crash 
of heaven's artillery was evidence that 
damage 
was being wrought. 
Almost 


the entire population was aroused and 
they pronounced it the worst storm of 
the year. It lasted fully one hour and 
a. half.

tee of the national committee which yes- 
terday and last night heard evidence in 
the fourteen district contests of Illinois, 
today reported to the national commit- 
tee that it was the unanimous opinion 
of the members of the sub-committee 
that the Hopkins delegation be allowed 
to retain their scats. The report was 
concurred in, and the Hopkins people will 
hold their seats unless ousted by the ac- 
tion of the committee on credentials.

asylum on the third, picking berries 
Thev had a five shooting 32-calibre re- 
volver. When nqon came they proceed, 
cd to celebrate. In a treo there were 
a number of birds. 


First they used blank cartridges and 


then loaded the weapon with ball. Four 
shots were fired by young Peterson, but 
1;hc fifth refused to explode. Sorensen 
moved up close and got his face within 
two feet of the gun, which Peterson, was 
snapping. Suddenly it 
exploded 
and 


the ball struck Sorensen in the mouth 
It tore away a portion of his upper lip 
fore out all of the upper teeth, the up 
per jaw 
bone, split the roof 
of 
his 


mouth, nose and came out .of the left 
check near the eye. 


After the accident the injured 
boj 


ran at least two rods and fell upon his 
face. The Pcterscn boy was wild vritl 
excitement and alarm over the fearfu 
accident. He assisted his unconscious 
companion as best lie could, and he, too 
fainted. Others came and the injured 
boy was removed to the St. Mary's hos 
pital. Dr. John Meachcm was summon 
ed and dressed the wounds. He took 
many stitches in Hie ragged cuts, re 
moved the teeth and otherwise made tin 
lad as 
comfortable, as -possible. The 


doctor states that it is a dangerous ac 
cidcnt, but that the patient is resting 
comfortably, and unless otlier complica 
tions set in he will recover.' The injtir 
ed boy, when able to speak, exonerated 
his companion from blame, saying it was 
an accident pure and simple.

Fire Marshal Cape left the chemical

was walking on the track is not known. 


Ho was a man 40 years old and was 


born in the town oi 
Caledonia. His 


wife, children and a sister, Mrs. Jacobs, 
live 
at Franksville.

brought to this city by Undertaker Bef- 
fol and prepared 
for

Lee proceeded to hold an inquest. 


Mr. Rhode was employed as teamster 


for Mr. Brown of Corliss. He worked 
until 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon ^and 
then started to walk up the tracks to 
his home and must have been struck by 
^ north bound train. Today there was 
to .have been a, family reunion of the 
Rhode family and also the family of his 
wife, at the home of 0. Britzman, but 
instead of the.gathering there was sor-. 
row over the

mangled beyond recognition. 


LOST HIS HAND. 


Anton Adamski, aged 32, with' wife 


and two children, living at No. 1725 
Mead street, met with a terrible acci- 
dent last night.

powerful things exploded in his hands. 
His right hand was blown to fragments, 
pieces of fingers being found many feet 
from the accident.

Shaw, in a statement today, compares 
the estimates • which he . submitted to 
congress in his last annual report and 
the actual receipts and disbursements 
during the fiscal year, from which it ap- 
pears that the actual surplus is. only 
about $750,000 less than the estimated 
surplus, when account is taken only of 
expenditures which were considered in 
submitting the estimate. 


The secretary calls attention .to the 


fact that the surplus would.have been 
several millions ,in excess of his esti- 
mate but for the reciprocity arrange- 
ment with Cuba, which reduced the rev- 
enues from. $6,000,000' to $8,000,000. 


The available . cash June' 30, 1904 


amounts to $166,9(i3,872. As compared 
with the fiscal year ended June 1, 1903 
these figures show increases

creases in receipts as follows: Customs

An object lesson .was conveyed tha 


other day and it came from our island of 
Guam, but some people will oak if. such 
an event was possible on American ter- 
ritory, of one sort why not on Amer- 
ican territory of another sort. The story 
ns telegraphed is that Lieut- Stone in 
command then?, finding that a food trust 
was in active operation on tho 'island 
and had forced up the'priees of food, re- 
sorted to the process of issuing a pro- 
clamation to the public culling attention 
to the fact and trusting the merchants 
would promptly adjust their prices, and 
avoid tho necessity of the government's 
action. The merchants at once heeded 
the warning and very promptly readjust- 
ed things. Prices were revised and. ex- 
isting schedules changed to suit the con- 
ditions of the time. Revision was prompt 
and the stand patters were routed. 


But tho proclamation of this acting 


Governor Stone of little Guam is well 
worth reading. He said: 


"The existing high prices on articles

A PROMINENT CITIZEN GONE. 


The death of John L. Mitchell re-

Apples ns a Moral. Influence.—Scarcely

-•euro for the drink habit, the tobacco ha- 
"bit, the 'Indian' habit and many others 
that may bo called objectionable," we 
appreciate deeply what the apple has 
done for man, and still

what man has done for the apple. Prof. 
Stimson adds: "Apples elevate the mor- 
als of persons who cat them and if tl\g 
United States wcro » greater apple cat- 
ing country wo should 'have less crime 
arid fewer woes. When you want 
to 


smoke, eat an apple and you will find the 
desire in a measure satisfied. 
Do the 


same if you want a drink-" 


It will bo scon that the apple is the 


enemy of the saloon and of the vice of 
smoking. The moral effect of apples lias 
been too much neglected. We have tried 
to reform entirely with the Gospels and 
moral suasion.

Green 
Vegetables.—Green 


vegetables must be placed 
in rapidly 


boiling water and kept boiling briskly 
until done but not overcooked. 
They 


must be drained as soon as they nre ten- 
der -and served as quickly as possible. 
If a sauce is to be served with the vege- 
tables have it in readiness- 
If allow- 


ed to stand in the water they were boil- 
ed in or on the back of the stove for any 
length of time they lose their color and 
become tough. If the vegetables arc to 
be served cold, as in salads, cook rapidly 
and in suited water, drain as soon as ten- 
der and set away in a cool place.. Green 
vegetables, such as peas, asparagus, spin- 
ach and string beans, retain their fresh 
green color when cooked, in salted water, 
but salt tends to draw out the. juices and 
toughens the fiber.. If the 
vegetables 


are known to be fresh and tender salt 
should be added while they are cooking, 
ns the color is thereby improved. If the 
vegetables are wilted and therefore lia- 
ble to be tough, it is better to sacrifice 
color to tenderness and add the salt 
when the vegetable is cooked. The soon- 
er green vegetables arc cooked after be- 
ing gathered the better, but it is not 
possible to secure fresh vegetables at all 
times.

Boys on the Farm.—Lots of boya are- 


driven from the farm by the treatment 
they receive thero.-.: You cannot work a 
boy from ten to fourteen hours a day, 
begrudging him a day off, and depriving 
him of nn opportunity to make a little 
monev, and have a little fun on his own 
account, and .then expect that lie is go- 
ing to stay on the farm. Boys are not 
built that way. But'if you treat them 
right, encourage their originality 
and 


foster their development and. the doing 
of things for themselves, the average boy 
is level-headed enough to realize the ad- 
vantages offered by rural life. Some fa- 
thers make the mistake of trying 
to 


drive boys instead of working with them, 
or fail to recognize the rapidity with 
which a bright boy gains knowledge and 
experience between 12 and 20, and how 
quickly he may know more or have bet- 
ter judgment in some matters than his 
father- The parents are quite as often 
at fault as the boys in those cases when 
the complaint comes that the boys won't 
stay on the farm.

Physician Gives Advice on the Corlnc for 


Wound* Mado by Explosive!. 


'Ancnt the Fourth of July celebration, 


a prominent Milwaukee physician says: 


"The large majority of Fourth of July 


casualties would not endanger the life 
of the injured' in themselves," said Dr._l". 
E. Darling; registrar of vital statistics, 
'twere it not for the 'great, danger that 
tetanuE,.. or- lockjaw, will, develop. Te- 
tanus is caused by a specific germ, which 
is to be found almost everywhere in the 
soil. ' As a result the deadly germ is 
extremely likely, to be present in the.ma- 
terial, of winch the explosive is compos- 
"cd, or even more likely in-tho.dirt on the 
hands-or clothing- It is .easy, therefore, 
for the explosion to carry deadly parti- 
cles into the soft tissues of the skin. 


"One of the peculiarities of 'the lock- 


jaw germ is that it can not live in the 
presence of free oxygen, that is, expos- 
ed to the air. For its growth it requires 
the absolute exclusion of air. For this 
reason deep puncture wounds arc far 
more dangerous than large open wounds. 
The poison developed, by the tetanus 
germ is one of the most virulent known 
and it is not the germ itself, but this 
poison, which is fatal. 


"It is of groat importance that al 


.wounds in which dirt or particles of the 
explosive or of clothing that have beer 
.forced into the injury, be given immedi 
ate attention. They should be thorough 
ly opened,.and then cleansed with eoap 
and water and a' disinfecting solution

The crested hoaziu of British Gui- 


ana, the only survivor of a race of birds 
which are known eg fossils, is described 
in The Popular Science News. The 
aoazia inhabits the most secluded for- 
ests of Sonth America, aad its survival 
beyond its congeners is doubtless owing 
to its retiring habits and the fact that 
it feeds on. wild arum leaves, which 
jives its flesh a most ; offensive flavor, 
rendering it unfit for food. 
' Th'e chief peculiarity of the hoazin 
consists in the fact that when it is 
hatched it possesses four well developed 
legs. Tha yonng birds leave tho nest 
and climb about llko monkeys over the 
adjoining limbs and look more like tree 
toads than, birds. 


Th'o modification of the fore limbs be- 


gins at once after hatching; the claws 
of the digits fall off ; the whole olawliie 
hand begins to flatten and becomes 
wing shape. Feathers soon, appear, and 
before full growth ia .reached not a -ves- 
tige remains of its original character. 


Professor F. A. Lucas says of the 


hoazin, "The adult birds not only 
have no claws upon their wings, but 
their thumbs even are • so poorly devel- 
oped tHat one would hardly snspect that 
in the nestlings wo have the nearest ap- 
proach to a quadruped found among ei- 
isting birds.'" 


One curious feature noticed with a 


nestling -which had been upset in the 
river was its power at rapid, swimming 
and diving when pursued. 
Owing to 


"this power tha little creature managed 
to evade all efforts to secure it 
The 


prolonged immersion which • a nestling 
win undergo, instinctively and volun- 
tarily, or which an adult bird will en- 
dure m an attempt to drown it seems 
quite remarkable.
